JAMES KANE’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


BOX CAR FELI ON HIM, BUT HE

Car of Lime Eurnt and Everybody in 
the Vicinity Was Showered as 
With Flakes of 
‘Snow. 


A wreck at the Spruce street entrance 
to the tunnel at 10 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing blocked the tracks for five hours and 
cost the Terminal Railway Association 
thousands .of dollars. 

The wrecked ‘train was made up of 18 
empty box cars and two cars loaded with 
lime. Terminal engine No. 35 was in front. 

Over half the.long train was in the tunnel 
when one of the rear cars left the track. 
This was just under. the viaduct that con- 
nects the Smith Grocery Co.'s building with 
Cupples Station. The car spun round, 
blocking the track, and the other four cars 
following ran into it. The crash caused 
all the occupants of Cupples Station to 
rush to the spot. 

Meanwhile the car loaded with lime had 
struck the wrecked cars, was thrown high 
in air and burst open. The lime settled 
over the train hands and caused them to 
look like they had been in a snowstorm. 

A feature of the wreck was the escape 
of James Kane, 2340 Wash street. He was 
working with a gang of bricklayers at the 
mouth of. the tunnel and stood to the 
right of the track as the train passed. 
When the crash came Kane saw a boxear 
rise above the wreckage and fall toward 
him. He was wedged in the narrow tun- 
nel entrance and death seemed sure. 

“I fell on my knees,” ‘he said, “and in a 
second that car fell upon me, but in such 
a way that I was not hurt.” 

From Kane's description it 1s evident that 
the trucks kept it’ from pressing close to 
the ground, giving him space on his hands 
and knees. tf 

“My ankle Is slightly sprained,”’ he added, 
“but I count that as nothing. 

None of the crew in charge of the train 
was injured. Within a half hour after the 
wreck Master Mechanic H. N. Smith had 
a large force at work clearing away the 

bris. He said: 
oe ornis wreck will close the line several 
hours. Meantime all passenger trains wihil 
be sent over the Merchants’ bridge and we 
will lose no time. We can quickly relay 
the track, but it will take some time to re- 
place the electric switches that were de- 
stroyed. I can’t imagine the cause of the 


wreck.

FILIPINO GENERAL YIELDED TO

Whole Filipino Body With Arms inthe 
Garrison of Baybong Surren- 
der to Fifty American 
Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Gen. Otis in- 
formed the War Department to-day of the 
surrender of Bayonbong in the following 
dispatch: 

Manila, Dec. 2.—Report received that Bay- 
onbong, with Province Nueva Viscaya, sur- 
rendered Nov, 28, to Lieut. Munro, Fourth 
Cavalry, who commanded avance scouts on 
Carranglan train, consisting of fifty men, 
Fourth Cavalry, and three native scouts. 
Insurgent General Conon surrendered en- 
tire force, numbering 800 men, armed with 
Mausers and a number of officers. Seventy 
Spanish and two American peseenees se- 
cured and probably considerable insurgent 
property. : 

Later advices from Manila say that the 
capture by Lieut.. Munro and fifty men of 


/the Fourth Cavairy of the Filipino.General 


Conon, with officers and men, with 
rifles, several American and seventy Span- 
ish prisoners, at Bayonbong, Province of 
Nueva Vizcaya, was a successful  biuff. 
Lieut. Munro tapped the rebel wire, tele- 
graphed to Conon that he was advancing 
with a large force and demanded his sur- 
render. After negotiations, Conon consent- 
ed to capitulate to a “superior force,’’ 
whereupon Lieut. Munro telegraphed that

John I. Blair of Blairstown, N. J., was 
New Jersey's richest man, and had a re- 
markable career. He was born in Delaware, 
but the family early moved to Beaver Creek, 
N. J. Young Blair earned his first money 
snaring rabbits, selling 16 skins for $1. At 
10 he clerked in a country store for his 
board and clothes, and the following year 
worked for $25. At 17 he went into business 
for himself, running a general store at 
Blairstewn. After that he built thousands 
of miles of railroad and founded dozens of 
cities and towns, among them being Scran- 
ton, Pa. He endowed colleges and built and 

ave away more than a hundred churches. 

e opened branch stores and did a large 
business buying produce for the New York 
market. As his fortune grew he became 
interested in the iron business. This in turn 
led him into the railroads. He was one of 
the organizers of what is now the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad. 
After attending the convention which nomi- 
nated Abraham Lincoln.in Chicago in 1860 
he became interested in what is now the 
Chicago & Northwestern and pushed it 
through to Omaha. He got a grant of l,- 
000,000 acres of land in Iowa for that work, 
and the road earned enormous frieghts by 
carrying material for the Union Pacific. 
This led to many other railroad enterprises. 
Mr. Blair always lived about as simply as 
when he ran a country store. 

Nearly all business circles will miss John 
I. Blair of New Jersey. He was one of 
the men whose very whimsies give them a 
vogue with their fellows. He was born on 
a farm near the beginning of the present 
century and had seven brothers and three 
sisters. His parents were in some doubt 
how to bring be so many and start them 
in the world. John relieved their minds 
very promptly. “The others,”’ said he, 
‘may go in for education, but I am going 
to get rich.”’ 

He sage by catching rabbits and musk- 
rats and selling their skins. Then he set 
up a country store. There were few such 
concerns in his part of the country, and 
as fast as he saved enough he set up a 
new store and put one .of his brothers in 
charge of it, till he had a chain stretch- 
ing from one good-sized market town to 
another. This caught all the trade of the 
farmers going to market and coming home 
and drained a large and prosperous strip 
of country. 

Then he oy fo buy up mill properties 
and got all the local profits from oe 
om. His surplus water power he used 
or cotton spinning. 

At this rate he was bound to grow rich, 
but he longed for a chance to show his 
genius with one big stroke. It came. A 
contractor, who was cutting section of 
the Morris and Essex Canal] through the 
neighborhood where he lived, employed a 
great many men. Blair was then giving 
the farmers’ wives cotton yarn for their 
butter and selling the butter in Paterson 
for a shilling a pound. Some of his work- 
ing people discovered that the canal dig- 
oy liked strong butter better than sweet. 

e said nothing, but slipped into Pater- 
son, cornered all the rancid butter in town 
at his own price, mixed it with enough of 
his own to make the supply go around, and 
sold it to the “—— at a better figure 
than they were willing to give the farm- 
ers for a sweet and wholesome quality. He 
cleared $4000 on that transaction alope. 

His next stroke was when a cotton packet 
sailed through a storm from New, Orleans 
and landed at Jersey City with her cargo 
apparently spoiled. Blair bought the whole 
cargo at the price set on the damaged bales 
found most of the remainder all right and 
pocketed $14,000 as profit. 

He gradual'y became banker, manufac- 
turer, builder and owner of railroads. He 
had for his business associates such men 
as Mosea Taylor, William E. Dodge, Mar- 
shall O. Roberts, Levi P. Morton, Oakes 
Ames and Robert C. Winthrop, yet he never 
gave up the simple life and habits of the 
country magreonnee, never used liquors or 
tobacco nor bought or sold a share of etock 
for speculative purposes. 

He was through most of his busy life 
a liberal giver to churches, schools and col- 
leges. e tried politics, too—just once. 
Somebody put it into his head to run for 
Governor of New Jersey against Theodore 
Randolph in 1868. The ‘boys’’ recogn'!zed 
their a opportunities, and that cam- 
paign cost him about 000 and brought 

im—nothing. Horace Gree'ey helped him 
stump. When asked how things were going, 
Uncle Horace piped out in his high voice 
the characteristic summary: Ce 
Blair’s check is good for a million, but his 
speeches ain’t worth a damn!’’ 

That was nearly 30 years ago. The day 
of the death of Mr. Blair, if any one held 
his check for $20,000,000, it would be cashed 
anywhere,

The Post-Dispatch is able to present to- 
day the statements of one of the men 
best qualified to say whether the body was 
that of Miss Zimmerman.

sight of a body, floating among the drift 
wood, We went up to it and saw that it 
was the body of a young woman. Her 
clothing was good.

RADICAL CHANGES PROPOSED. 


Light Is Thrown on Gen. Bates’ Nego- 
tiations With the Sultan 
cf Sulu. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Radical changes

ommended by Secretary Root in his first 


annual report, just issued. He points out 
the inadequacy of the present system and 
insufficiency of the force. Starting with the 
promise that the real object of having an 
army is to provide for war and that the 
regular army would never-be by itself the 
whole machine with which war will be 
fought, the Secretary proceeds to outline a 
scheme of reform supported at each stage 
by a succinct argument to demonstrate its 
necessity. He first lays down the necessity 
of a systematic study by responsible offi-

Federal Inspector Consents to 
Talk About Tuchsehmidt.' 


AMOUNT WILL REACH $10,000. 


NO EVIDENCE FOUND OF CREDIT 
BEING GIVEN. 


Government Officcr Explains How He 
Arrived at the Specific Amount 
of Defalcation Alleged in 
the Warrant. 


That the amount alleged to have been em- 
bezzied by <Arnold Tuchschmidt, while 
cashier of the Internal Revenue Depari- 
ment, will approximate $10,000 was derinitely 
ascertained by the Post-Dispatch Saturday 
morning. 

The investigatioa of Tuchschmidt’s ac- 
counts, which has been in progress about a 
week, has disclosed that for several months 
he diverted funds regularly and systemati- 
caily to his own use. 

His records are so complicated, Inspector 
Gavett says, that the examination is neces- 
sarily proceeding slowly. Not more than 
four months have thus far been checked, 
so that the “agg we! given may be percepti- 
biy increased. 

‘Yuchschmidt had been cashier since Sep- 
tember, 1898, and his oficial aftairs extend- 
ing to that time will be carefully scruti- 
nized. 

Mr. Gavett stated to the Post-Dispatch, 
when the warrant was applied for, that tne 
total embezzlement slightsy exceeded $7. 

‘‘here Is no oeccasion,’’ Mr. Gavett said 
Saturday, ‘‘to lessen those figures. The 
crime lies in the misappropriation of funds, 
regardless of the fact of the money being 
returned, 

“I am free to state, in view of the 
published reports, that Tuchschmidt heid 
out money at various times, and what ile 
did with it :s one of the important ques- 
tions to be determined. x 

“Since the tssuance of the warrant otncr 
discrepancies have appeared, and my in- 
vestigation will cover every detail of his 
transactions.’’ 

“Is it true that Tuchschmidt advanced 
stamps to certain persons on credit?’ 

‘No; that is to say, 1 have found no 
evidence up to this time that such has 
been the case. 

“Il am now receiving reports from vari- 
ous breweries to learncon what dates tney 
ordered stamps. These I shall compare 
with Tuchschmidt’s records, and where 
they do not correspond the irregularity 
will be apparent. 

“Every sum of money taken from the 
Government for private use is embezzle- 
ment.”’ 

‘*‘Would you mind explaining how you 
arrived at the specific defalcation ee 
in the warrant?’’ Mr. Gavett was asked. 

“Well, my first steps were to ascertain 
the aggregate value of the stamps on 
hand, together with the money deposited 
to the cred:t of the Government. Added, 
they equaled the sum total of the cash- 
ier’s responsibility. There was a discrep- 
ancy of $7000 and I informed Collector 
Grenner of that fact, Upon this the war- 
rant was issued.” 

‘Has anything developed to change the 
original amount, that is, to maxe it 
smaller?” 

“No; on the contrary, there may be a 
larger amount than has alread been 
stated, in which event we could apply 
wor another warrant. However, I can 
make no predictions; the sum named may 
stand.”’ 

“It is a fact-then that Tuchschmidt was 
persistently using the moneysjof the Gov- 
ernment?’’ 

“*VYes.’’ 

“Could he have done so if the stampe 
had been counted daily and compared with 
the cash on hand?” 

“If a cashier has a mind to falsify his 
records, he can do so for a time without 
detection. The shrewdest employers wil] 
scmetimes be deceived and accountants are 
not always infallible.”’ 

‘Is the collector supposed to verify the 
condition of the accounts daily and in so 
ee the actual amount of stamps on

Mr. Gavett at first answered this ques- 
tion in the negative, but subsequently said 
he had misunderstood it and remarked that 
the Internal Revenue Collector was sup- 
posed to count all the stamps each day, re- 
gardless of the task involved.”

AN EMPERDR IN THE KITCHEN. 


Despite Emperor William’s idea that 
Wwoman’s sphere is the domestic one, he 
himeeif must have a finger in all the cul- 
inary arrangements about the palace. He 


visits the kitchen very frequently, and has 
always an affable word for the cooks, prais- 
ing them for the dishes in which they dis- 
tinguish themselves. For economical rea- 
s0ns he pays to the kitchen director a 
stipulated sum for every cover. In ordinary 
cases this is 7% marks ($1.62). In extraor- 
dinary cases, such as officia] banquets, the 
sum reaches 2, 30 or even 40 marks. he 
dinner menu is every morning presented 
to the Emperor, who often changes it. The 
breakfast usually consists of tea, coffee, 
eggs and cutlets; the luncheon of soup, 
boiled. meat, peas and sweets; the dinner 
of five or six dishes and all abundant. No 
t'me is lost at table, and a short hour is 
usually sufficient for the dinner. Every- 
thing about the table is of a national char- 
acter. Although the Emperor possesses 4 
great quantity of Sevres china, yet he 
wishes that only the German majolica be 
used, and only German wines appear upon 
the tab-e.

With $10,000,000 to the good 
in this item, it will readily be seen thal the 
banks ¢an afford to put out half.as much in 
loans, and pas do business. Besides, there 
is an actual increase of more than 34,000,000 
—coin and currency. This comes from bend 
sales, undoubtedly, but its receipt and its 
later distribution in the way of loans put it 
into active use where it ee Oo us the 
most good. 

It will be seen that the reserve is seem- 
ingly out of proportion, but it must be 1e- 
membered that this is an item that is su.- 
ject to fluctuation, in that it depends up%n 
the déposits as to what it shall legally be 
Hence, as the deposits increased so heav iy, 
there must be anh increase in proportion in 
the _feuerve to keep it above the legai fig- 
ure 

The opinion on the statement, both in 
New York and here, was that it was the 
best seen for many days, and as a St. Louis 
banker expressed it: 

‘TI think it marks the turn. We will have 
easy money now, and.the high rates and

The effect of the bank statement on the 
market was good, but not so much 80 as 
would have been the case had stocks been 
weak.

Surveyor of the Port of St. Louis Need 
Only to Make the Usual Recom- 
mendations in the Case. 


There seems to be a disposition on the 
part of the Government author‘ties to shift 
responsibility for the present condition 
of the Federal Building. 

In an interview published in the Post- 
Dispatch a few days ago, Mr: Charles H. 
Smith, custodian of the Government prop- 


erty in St. Louis, declared that the ques- 
tion of renovating the Federal Building 
rested with the authorities at Washington. 
He said his request for money sufficient 
to clean dnd light the building: properly, 
had been denied. . 

The Post-Dispatch forthwith telegraphed 
its Washintgon correspondent to ascertain 
why St. Louis, which pays more than $20,- 
000,000 annually into the Treasury of the 
United States, was being ignored. 

Chief erk Swayze, who has charge of 
the fund for Federal Building improve- 
ments, replied that noth:ng could be done 
unless Mr. Smith submitted a recommen- 
dation. 

“We are ready,”’ Mr. Swayze said, ‘‘to 
oin the agli set in the endeavor to 
mprove the conditions of the building. Let 
me make a suggestion. Get the Surveyor 
of the Port, Charles H. Smith. to make 
the recommendation to us. If it is possi- 
ble to put in the lights asked for we will 
do it on Smith's recommendation. If we 
find we can’t do it, we will go to Con- 
gress and ask for the money. Of course, 
having so many buildings to take care of, 
we are obliged to rely on the reports of 
custodians. e are prepared to receive his 
recommendation.”’ 

Congressman “Oe when seen regarding 
the matter said: ‘‘The most important mat- 
ter is to get Smith’s recommendation that 
lights are needed put in at once. Then we 
can ascertain how much it will be necessary 
to ask Congress for.”’ 

In view of these facts the Post-Dispatch 
again asked Mr. th for a statement, He 
was inclined to be evasive d expressed 
the opinion that the Government had al- 
ready done a great deal for St. Louis. 
“Have you made a recommendation to 
Washington to have the Federal building 
eaned?”’ 

“Why, there is going to be a bill pre- 
sented .to Congress to cover all that.’’ 

“Is it true, as the Treasury Department 
claims, that you have not asked for money 
to clean and light the Federal ge 

“Not exactly; I sent estimates to ash- 
ington of what is needed here.”’ 

*‘When did you do so?’’ 

“I don't remember the exact date, but It 
was sometime ago. I will look up the 
papers.’’ 

Mr. Smith was then told that Congress- 
man Joy had not heard of recommendations. 
“Well, my estimates cover improvements 
for the interior of the building.’ 

United States Commissioner Gray said: 
“The Federal Building is not a credit to St. 
Louis or the Government, in its present ap- 
pearance. It certainly needs cleaning badly. 
and when cleaned it should be kept clean.”’ 
Dr. R. J. Hyatt, Weather Obeserver for 
St. Loults, said: 

“On a cloudy day I am lost in the Federal 
Building. The entrance to this office is 
about as gloomy as could be imagined. 
There are only one or two electric lights on 
this floor. The dome of the building is filthy, 
and a person going up there would not come 
down without being covered with dirt.’’ 

These are the sentiments voiced by every 
employe of the Federal Building, and they 
are over 600 in number. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of p le who live in St. Louis and 
vicinity have.reiterated the same thing. It 
appears to be for Mr. Charles H. Smith to 
ay whether their demands shall be granted.
